It is ſomething againſt the Articles, that 
they ſeek for; ſumetbing abſolutely incon- 
ſiſtent or contrary to them; ſomething 
that they 722 like the Devil who firſt 
tempts, and then accuſes, boaſt. of, was a 
plain Breach, an lafraction of the Treaty. 
This is the Halting ibey watch for, this is 
the main thing they drive at—— I congra- 
tulate Britain in their Diiappointmentc, for 
when they mourn, the Nation laughs, as 
the Text ſays in another Caſe, when the 
Wicked periſh, the Kighteous rejoyce. Nothing 
could have been ſo fatal to them, as ſuch 
a Vote; it daſhes all their Hopes, and de- 
feats all their ExpeQation, tis as bad as an- 
other Aamellies to their Cauſe. 

See the mighty Effects of a peaceable, 
calm, ſedate Temper in the Nation; a 
Temper of Peace, Right, Juſtice, and Ho- 
nour muſt of Neceſſity preſerve the Union, 
the Treaty can never ſuffer Sbiporack, 
while this Principle has Poſſeſſion of us; 
tis a divine Preparation which is wrought 
in the Minds of every Nation and People, 
whom Providence reſolves to make mighty; 
every thing that tends to Breaches and Con- 
tent ion, is of the Devil, and tends to mere 
Confuſion, the Emblem, and in part the 
Eſſence of that horrid Place; it weakens, 
iatimidates, and diſpirits a Nation, and in 
the End ruins them.
